Since 1950, 18 and 19 year old Polish males have been permitted to 
volunteer without parental consent, but volunteers under 18 were not 
accepted under any circumstances* I heard f rom reservists and 
personally observed | I that many youths of these 

age groups volunteered for military service. Most of the volunteers 
came from rural areas (actual number or percentage not known to me)* 
Volunteers were attracted by parades, the glam^of the uniforms, the 
prospeet'-of better food, and the^ possibility of receiving NCO training 
and attending OCS . Most volunteers seemed to enter military service 
without having the least notion of what it was actually like.

There had. been no specific demobiliza- 
tion policy in operation between 1950 and 1952. In 1951* plans were 
laid for the eoliteldent . mobilization and demobilization, which were to 
go into effect in 1952, I' did not hear pf a "double call-up’' (call-up 
of two classes at one tine) in 1951 and know nothing further about 
this subject.
